Chatsworth, 111., Aug. 13. —The awful 
(1iMifit«r thie« mileH east of hore, WiMlnnailay 
luidiiiitht, growa In horror an fresher and 
fuller detalla iwrive. It wivmIIih most horri- 
ble and dpstruotlre to life of any railroad 
ni'cidcnt which haa ever happened in thia 
country. The train, when it roaclieil Chata- 
worth, cnniiisted of eleven ponsenger 
ooachea, aiz sleeping cars, three chair cam, 
ona baggage car, one pay car, and two en- 
ginea, both in fronts On board are known 
to have been SMV) pjiwingicg, nil «raania» 

lata to Niagara FalU. 

Three miles «H'.t of (^lat»worth ii a Ilttia 
•loURh, ami there the railroad track croaee* 
a ilry run alxmt ten feet deep and flftewa 
wida UTer thia waa atretcbed an ordinary 
woodan traaUa Iwidfa, and aa tha ajBDunlaa 
train cama thundaring down on It, what 
WMtbabomrot tha aoginaar oa tha Irait 
angina when ha aaw that thia bridga waa 
ailre. The flnt engine of tbe train paned 
OV*r, and the bridge fell immediately after- 
ward. Hu; h waa tho terrific monirr.t'.im r.t 
the train that car after car cra«lii«l into 
that hole of dentil ten feet deep an<l liiia tl^an 
a acore of feet wide, until ten cars with their 
preciouK human freight lay piled in the 
ditch and tbe reat of tha train waa heaped 
on top till the wreck waa a moimtain thirty 
feet high. J\n from Ite lMMta« Wtm 
quicUy oommonieatad W Ha fUmnA 
fwaffhf 1 but fortunately tt wm aoon eztln- 
goMiad. bundi .'dli of willing handi throwing 
watarand dirt onto the flame*, iloulitleaa 
burying a number of the d.'ail aii'l injured. 

The awful nature of the wrci k may be 
gu<'<i»e<l from the fart that lietwiMMi the Htlll 
uninjured (<lo<>per and the wreck of the en- 
gine but two rnr-lengtha intervened, and in 
tbia aiMU'tt were oruahed and mangled and 
ground up all the paaaenger can of tha 
train. luHlde thene rara was not room, ap- 
parently, for a rabbit to have escaped alire, 
•oeroKwd and driven were they with frag- 
mentn of wreck. .Many of the dead were so 
<Tu«li'.<l 'hat the nex was indiHtinKiii^liable, 
( '. en the clothes being ground into uai 
nizable bl|Blilip 'gp *i|B 
blouiL 

A aeoond ■flane* foUowad ttie crash, and 
than tba air waa flllad with ahriaks of tha 

wonndad. Tha groans of men, the screams 
of woman united to maka an appalling 
soiud, and abova all oouM ba beard tba 
agonising crtea of llttia ohlldran, aa in soma 

inatanoea they lay pinned alongside of their 
dead parents.

CloBo by, wrappeil in a white sheet, ia 
another b..iby. not yet identitlail. Half a 
score of t>o.iiaa of full-grown men and 
women lay around on the pine floor. The 
looae ti turned into a morgoek aad 
a temporary al>idlng pliMa for 
another scor", while down at tiia depot the 
correspondents have to pick tlieir way 
through a double row of boiiies to the tele- 
graph oOloe. In the bai^^age room the fl(H>r 
ia piled hi^h with satchels, hauil-bui;s, hats, 
l>onneti<, feathers, shoes an', innumerable 
other articles of attire vrhich have been 
brought up from the wreck.

The residenU of Chata worth are 
certainly not guilty of it They, especially, 
the women, have acte.1 nobly. Dr. China, 
of Cbeiioa, surgeon of this dlviaion of the 
Peoria ft Wsotsra, and Dr. BaUard, of tka 
same place, who were the first docton oa 
the scene, hav* act dnoe oioaed their eyeai 
They say that tkay expect to be able to 
move all patients tn tlie town hall to Peoria, 
except Miss Valdejo and Mrs. Clark, A 
Ohio, who will probably die in the next 
tweuty-four hours. Que of the bodies In 
depot waa recognised this morning as John 
Zelker. of Pekin. 

A measenger from Pipers at Ci.sa this 
morning reports thirty-foor doaths laat 
night The namas are not glvaa, Tlila 
bdngi the death record to 1 14.
